The Police Were Finally Compelled to 


Charge the Frenzied Dons

BALBAOA, Spain, 


anti-American riot March 9.—Another

day. The excitement was started by a 
group of .young men standing ut the 
corner cheering every soldier who passed. 
They were soon imitated by groups of 
people until every soldier seen waa 
cheered by the crowds. Some musicians 
•who refused to repeat the national an- 
them were beaten and otherwise mal- 
treated. 
A riotious rajb formed in 


the main streets cheering for Boajq 
and denouocic^ the Vuiteti - gfatea. 
Almost the entire police force turns? 
out as eopn as the populace assumed a 
threatening aspect. The rioters were 
dispersed again and again until the mob 
became so numerous that the police 
were almost helpless. After the first 
demonstrations crowds armed them 
selves with sticks and cudgels and 
marched towards the residence of the 
United States consul, shouting: ''Long 
live Spain, down with the Yankees!" On 
the way they hurled stones through the 
windows of stores and private residences, 
overturned vehicles and became moat 
threatening. The windows of the United 
States consul's house were badly shat- 
tered. The mob then proceeded in the 
direction of the United States consulate 
intending to stone the building. The 
authorities, however, bad sent a strong 
force of police to guard the build- 
ing, 
with a detachment across the 


streets 
leading 
to the 
consulate. 


When the mob arrived it was confronted 
by the police with drawn swords. It at 
once began pelting the police with 
stones and pieces of brick. The officers 
Charged the rioters and the latter began 
firu:1* pistols at the policemen, wound- 
ing *t*i>' This caused the police to 
charge in a updy> using swords with 
good effect. The rioters were dispersed, 
yelling and hooting at the authorities, 
shouting, "Down with the Yankees, long 
live Spain."

"Amen, brother, amen," said Rev:Hall, 


springing up suddenly; "but the vote 
will be taken after tue'aermon, just the 
same."

After tracing the different steps of re- 
ligion in the world's history he said that 
when the Christian church was organ- 
ized the old religion was restored. This 
denomination had made greater strides 
in the increase of. membership and in- 
fluence than any other, and if the mem- 
oers stood united they would gather 
even more into the ranks. He closed 
with an appeal to those who did not be- 
long to any church to come forward and 
join at once. While the choir sang a 
hymn seven persons came to the plat- 
form and were united with the church. 
These were welcomed by Mr. Hall and 
the congregation was asked to stand 
while the hand of brotherhood was ex- 
tended to them. 


Mr. Hall'a Bemarka. 


Rev. Hall then announced that there 


was a little 'matter of business which 
was to come before the church, and as 
was the custom on such occasions, those 
in the congregation who were not mem- 
bers of the church would be asked to 
retire. 
He said he did not intend to be 


obstinate in the matter, but that he re- 
quested all strangers to leave if they 


voting for himself for you to take any 
action. I want only those who are 
members of the church to vote. There 
are persons who have attended this 
church and contributed to its support 
but who are not members and it would 
not be just for them to take any part 
although they might feel u desire to do 
so. It you are a member, man, woman 
or child, old or young, rich or poor, you 
have a right to express your opinion, b 
will not allow any petitions to be read. 
I have a long petition in my pocket but 
this is no time or place for petitions. 
I hope that those who want me to re- 
main will not be afraid to stand up and 
I trust that those who want me to leave 
will also be manly enough to stand. 


"Seven persons have come forward to 


join the church and I wish that there 
was one more so that it would make an 
oven 500 who t had joined the church 
since I have served as pastor. There 
have been just 499 who have joined 
under my pastorr-.te in the twenty-six 
months I have been with you. There is 
no church that I love like this one but 
if you think it better for ine to leave I 
will go. If you beat me I hope you will 
look at it in a kindly light and if I beat 
you we will bury the past forever. But 
I hope that this will settle the matter 
once for all. Brother Humphrey, will 
you come forward and put the vote.''

Taking the Vote. 


'Mr. Hall seated himself and Mr. 
Humphrey Stepped on the platform. 
"All those," said he, "who repudiate the 
action of the official board at their last 
meeting and wish Mr. Hall to remain 
please stand." Some in the back part 
of the house did not hear the question 
and It was repeated. 
Promptly the 


friends of Mr. Hall stood up and re 
maioed till the gentlemen who had been 
asked to count the votes passed down 
the aisles and took account of the num- 
ber.

The ac- 
tion i of the board ia ninety-nine cases 
out of one hundred would not be ques- 
tioned. But if anyone, either pastor or 
layman, wants to question anything the 
board has done they have a perfect 
right to appeal to the congregation. 
This rule always has been observed and 
probably always will. 


"I may be mistaken, but I think that 


the request made me by the board does 
not represent the feeling of the congre- 
gation, and therefore I will ask for a 
vote to see if they sustain the action. If 
that is your request I will leave the 
church and to-night will be the last time 
I will preach in this church, but if on 
the other hand you want me to stay I 
ask you to govern yourselves accord- 
ingly. 


"I want to say to my friends that if it 


is the wish of the congregation that I 
leave, that yon continue to keep your 
places, do your duty and pay your 
money, for with God's people the major- 


Mr. Hall seemed to want to adjourn fa 
soon as possible, and there was a motion 
for adjournment, but it was not carried 
until after the election of the trustee. 
E. McNabb questioned the legality of 
the election of the trustee 90 the ground 
that there should be a week's notice, 
and the action should be taken on a 
week day. Mr. Lewman said the church 
had nv by-laws, and that tbe election 
was legal. The meeting then adjourned 
with the hymn, "Blessed Be tbe <Tie 
that Binds," Rev., Mr. Hall announcing 
that there would "be night services and 
preaching by the pastor next Lord's 
day. 


Night Service. 


The tabernacle was crowded to the 


doors hut night, and many stood outside. 
At the close of the sermon by Rev. Mr. 
Hall five persons went forward and 
united wifh the church, making a total 
of twelve for the day. There was no 
reference from the pulpit to the events 
of tho morning service. 


Meeting to Not Roeofalted. 


The members of the official board do 


not recognize the meeting, and claim 
that it was unofficial. One member said 
to-day that the board had nothing more 
to say at present They bad requested 
Mr. Hall to leave in thirty days, and 
they would expect him to do so at the 
expiration of that time. 
Until then 


they would not take any further action. 
Tbe board members said that even if 
the meeting wae recognized, Mr. Hall 
did not have a majority of tbe congrega- 
tion vote for him to stay, and the num- 
ber wae not half of the people he claims 
to have converted since he has been 
pastor of the church. This member 
says that the board stands jtsstasitdid 
before, aod that they think the fight is 
all their way. The total membership is 
1075.

of state, an official bulletin Ima recent- 
ly been issued by the bureau of Ameri- 
?an republics concerning the geog- 
raphy, history, financial condition, 
agricultural product*, minerals, poli- 
tics and commerce of Peru. H is a 
small pamphlet aad contains very much 
->f interest to the people of our own 
?ountry. 


Although the distance fiom 
New 


York to Lima is 3,200 miles, tlie Peru- 
viuu capital is only 150 mites west of 
tbe American metropolis of the coast. 
The ocean trip ia described as a 
straight run south to the east end of 
Cuba, where the ship passes &o dose 
to land that passengers can see tbe 
lighthouse keeper, his wife and chil- 
Iren Hatching thefhlps that pass. Ou 
n clear.day1, at this point, the peaks of 
Haiti can easily be seen, although they 
are SO miles away. From Cuba 
to 


Colon is regarded as on exceedingly 
uncomfortable trip. The lazy winds 
blow from the north, but so slowly 
that they barely keep up w itli the ship; 
i:id there is no breeze felt for tully 600 
miles. 


After a railroad ride of 
SO miles, 


crossing tbe Isthmus of Panama, the 
traveler to Peru niujst tnke a ship in 


leaving their deposit* of moisture aloug 
the different •*>+* «» they climb the 
mountains; to tfcat when they reach 
tlie coast the last vestige of moisture 
has been wrung from them and they are 
no longer clouds, bnt dry parts of the 
sweeping winds, and the desert plains 
remain sterile, and must probably re- 
main so forever. /Thns the Montana 
is a tropical forest, which, when clear- 
ing? have been made, becomes excellent 
fanning country, never in need of irri- 
gation. The next higher zone, the Si- 
erra, is a charming climnte and yields 
readily to the hands of the husband-' 
man. 
The Puna, as t lie higher country 


is called, is u cheerless /one, too cold for 
vegetation.

January. The winter weather is damp 
and chilly, waking overcoats necessary. 
The old Spaniards oppow1 tlie use of 
artificial heat, but some of the newer 
houses are being supplied with fire- 
places. 


Earthquakes are seldom experienced 


in northern Peru, but suboceauic ir- 
ruptions have been disastrous, Home- 
times destroying coast cities. In 1868 
Arequipa was damaged by the ripple 
of a distant earthquake vva\e,-but the 
damage resulted mainly from the old- 
time Spanish architecture. Ibe houses 
were of stone with arched roofs, which 
speedily tumbled when shaken; while 
lighter houses of modem architecture 
were scarcely disturbed by the quake. 


The "fauna Peruviana," as cata- 


thc South Pacific ocean and sail over j loaned in 1S81, contained 40,000 differ- 


ent specimens, including many birds 
of passage. The waters of the Pacific 
coast teem with fish; the corlnna, not 
1 noun in the northern temperate zone, 
being of rare delicacy and weighing 
from six to ten pounds.

more brilliant by reason of its contrast 
with the arid sterile coast. 


The republic of Peru ib about 100 


miles wide at its southern extremity, 
but H is TOO miles wide from Cape 
Blanco to the Amazru river. Although 
it is only 900 miles m extent, north and 
oouth, Peru hafi a c^nst line of 2,000 
miles. The rainless coast desert is 
traversed by 6U riveis, but only one of 
them is navigable. After the mountain 
rains of February and March these 
streams become raging torrents; but 
they gradually siuk away into the 
sands, and in Juue entirely disappear. 
There are but few bays forming weJl 
protected harbors. ,rhe Zona Seca has 
immunity from storms, and so 'lie 
coast commerce takes anrhorng-e in 
open roadsteads. Al! Peru, except the 
coast de-iert, lias rainy seasons, but 
the "Montana," or forest zone, is ex- 
ceptionally well ard equably watered. 


There are large lakes in the Sierras, 


forming sources of rivers; one of them, 
lAke Titicaca, being of world-wide ce- 
lebrity. 
It ia 120 ui i lea long and 60 


miles wide, and Is 1L.545 feet above the 
level of the ocean, which i« 150 miles 
distant. Its waters ar- na\igated by 
three stpcl steamboats engaged In traf- 
fic between Ita ports. 


The peaks of the Andes rise 22,000 


feet above the ocean. There are no vol- 
canoes along the tremendous range, 
but occasionally vapor is seen to rise 
from the summit at lllimani nnd other 
snow-capped peaks. The snow line is 
from 1G.GUO to 17,'JOO feet above the 
sea level, according to the latitude. 


Ueologista have developed consider- 


able matter of interest concerning the 
formation of tbe Andes, first by the 
subsidence of the ocean and then by 
successive upheavals. The geological 
andconspquentcheniical changes which 
occurred during the ages gave to Peru 
vast agricultural acreages and also 
made it the richest of all Sooth Ameri- 
can countries in minerals. The coast 
is rich in petroleum, silver, gold, cop 
per, 
coal, sulphur, salt, nitrate, lime, 


borax and magnesia. In the Montana 
zone there are gold washings and gold 
minings of great value; while there are 
also found emeralds, rubies, turquoises 
and diamonds, tbe jewels with which 
the persona of the incus were adorned. 


Abundant facts nre given in the re- 


port to show that all climates on the 
face of the earth are illustrated in the 
climates of Peru. Tbe rainless condi- 
tion of the Zona Seca ia explained by 
the statement that the trade winds, 
blowing from the east over the Andes, 
leave in those mountain* all of the 
moisture which they have brought 
from the Atlantic ocean, the Montana 
getting tbe first aad most abundant 
mipply. Th* clouds fly before tho wind. 


flavor. Wherever the shores are rocky 
lobsters are found. Upon tbe desert 
coast are found the iguana, a large liz- 
ard, and many smaller varieties; and 
also there abound foxes, hares, rabbits, 
and along the water courses deer and 
wild hogs dwell in great numbers. All 
of the domestic animals of the world 
are found in Peru. Game birds are 
plentiful, and singing birds are numer- 
ous and of beautiful plumnge, among 
them superb orioles and nightingales. 


Once in sevt n yours there comes a 


man-elous change along the desert 
coast. A shower, sometimes three or 
four showers, come from the surcharged 
trade winds, anci immediately the des- 
ert hills bloom and blossom, so that a 
wealth of beauty kaps from the arid 
hills under the wand of nature. Prom 
the lifelcas ear<h grasses and flowering 
plants spriiife' up, growing taller than 
horse and man, so that the traveler 
cannot see his «ay through them. The 
brilliant life lasts H week 01 ten days, 
and then uroops, dies and disappears 
The flying particles of the desert roll 
against the granite mountain sides, 
aad in the early morning a mournful 
cadence of minor mutic is he ard. Count- 
less inuliors of glassy atoms are beaten 
by the wind against the ragged sur- 
faces, making minor sighing tomes, 
like -toughing wiuils through 
forest 


trees. 
Bui here there are no trees. 


The simplo Peruvians say that it i& 
the music of the departed incns chant- 
ing solemn cluges oier the lost children 
of the sun. 


When Pizarro brought the religion 


of lovs into Peru, and comerted the 
honest people with the 
:>word and 


worse than Armenian butchery, the 
Peruvians were enjoying profound 
peace. They urre too gentle to be am- 
bitious, toj docile to be vicious. They 
had attained tne hig nest civ ilijiution o"l 
which aboriginal Americans were ca- 
pable, anil their religion w«is perfect 
communism. Atabualpa. the inca, led 
his people to welcome the strange vis- 
itors. Th« unarmed followers of Ata- 
bualpa. were slaughtered. Atahualpa 
was strangled in the public square, 
August 29, 1K3. 


The slaughter was led by the priest 


Valerde, and upon the slippery blood- 
soaked ground the cross of Christ was 
ret up. After 3^ centuries ot subjuga- 
tion, tbat simple race is not yet Chris- 
tian; but the people yet hold secret 
meetings for worship after the manner 
of their fathers. The entire race still 
wears emblems of mourning for the 
murdered Atahualpn, and they look 
longingly and lovingly with undoubted 
faith for the coming of the Inca' me«- 
siah who will redeem his people from 
th« domination of tbe Spanish race.
